THE BISON. 

This nnimnl is found in North America 
only. He is sometimes, though very impro¬ 
perly, called the buffalo; anti his skin when 
dressed with hair on, a buffalo skin, or buffa¬ 
lo robe. But the buflhlo is properly a .spe¬ 
cies of the black ox, found iu India.—The 
bison dilftTH frotn the common ox, in length 
and fineness of bis woolly hair, and in hav¬ 
ing a la ore bump or projection over his fore- 
sbmtalers. 'I’he hump ij oblong; quite high 
at the lore part and sloping gradually as it 
proceeds Itarkwnrd.—'l’he heir on the head, 
neck, and shoulders, is Imuj utirl shaggy, 
liimmig a K’ard under the lower jaw, and 
descending below the knee in a tuft. The 
| hair on the top of the bead rises in a thick 
mass nearly to the tips of the horns, and on 
the forehead is very curly, and thickly matted 
together. From the shoulders backwards 
the bison is covered, in summer, with very 
snort,- tine hair, as soft as velvet. tail 

is short and tufted at the end. His lor is 
utiilbrmly dun, except the long ha- n the 
lore part of the liody, which is of a rust co¬ 
lour, or yellowish tinge. Variety of colour 
among then., is very rare. The* ponderous 
head of the bison, rendered terrific by his 
thick, shaggy hair, and streaming beard, is 
supported upon such a massy neck and 
shoulders as give him a very savage and for- I 
midahle appearance, and strike every behold¬ 
er at first with dread. But he is seldom 
known to attack man, unless when he is 
wounded. Many years ago, Ihese animals 
were to be found in almost every part of 
what is called the United States Territory ; 
hut now they are rarely to be (bund south of 
(he Su Lawrence, or east of the Mississippi.

“ It was now aLiut limr in the aifenwtin 
of an autumn day- While we were talking 
Airs. Burns, as if accustomed to entertain 
visitors in this way, brought ill a IniwI ol 
Scotch whiskey, set the table, and laid on 
pqies ami toliaccn; I heartily accepted this 
hospitality. I could not help observing the 
curious glance with which lie watched me, 
at the entrance of this signal of homely en¬ 
tertainment. He was satisfied : In* filled our 
glasses; “ Hi re’s a health to mild Cakalo- 
niii!*' the tir* sparkled in his eve, ami mine 
sympathetically met his! lie shook my 
hand with warmth, and we were friends at 
once.

Tlie fountain of hia mind and his heart 
now o|H*ucd at once, ami flowed with abun¬ 
dant force almost till midnight.

To a few 
minor writers, he gave more credit than they 
deserved. His great beauty was his manly 
strength, ami los energy ami elevation ot 
thought and feeling.

'riie extreme vivacity and elasticity of 
Burns’ imagination made him full ol elo¬ 
quence when excited in conversation by any 
one whose apparent sympathy won his con¬ 
fidence. He was sometimes a little too vio¬ 
lent, which habitual intimacy with mo e 
educated ranks would have corrected. The 
same qualities which gave him all the lire 
and tenderness of the muse, caused alter- 
natelv bis happiness ami bis sufferings, in bis 
dailv intercourse with life’. His raptures 
were never feigned: lie always looked upon 
earth ami its scenery ami existences, and all 
the changing hues of nature and the heavens 
with a poet’s eye. 

It was a serene autumnal afternoon when

General Gates not only rejected 
this excellent counsel, but threw out an insi¬ 
nuation that it originated in fear. Upon this 
the brave old man leaped from his horse, and 
placed himself at the head of his command 
on foot, saying with considerable warmth,

Glorying in the bra¬ 
very of his continentals, De Kalb towered lie- 
lore them like a pillar of fire. But, alas! 
what can valor do against equal valor aided 
by such fearful odds? While bending for- 
ward to animate Ids troojw, the veteran re¬ 
ceived eleven wounds. Fuintinj; from the 
loss of Mood, he fell to the ctoiiihI, while 
Britons and Americans were killed over him 
as they strove to destroy or defend. In the 
midst of clashing bayonets, his only surviv¬ 
ing aid, colonel De Btirysson, stretched his 
arms over the fallen hero, and called out 
“ save the baron De Kalb.” The British 
officers then interposed, and prevented his 
immediate destruction. 

De Kalb died as he lived, the unronquered 
hit ml of liberty. When the English officers
